If by so me means a U.S. Department o f 
Urban Affail's is created this y ear it will 
co nstitute belated fo rmal reco gnitio n o f a 
lo ng established and increasingly persistent 
fact o f American life. 
This is, o f co urse, the uninterrupted 
mo v ement o f peo ple into this natio n’s ur­ 
ban areas. After many decades, this trend 
has reached the po int in the 19 6 0’s where 
Just 11 o f the 5 0 states may no w he pro p­ 
erly described as predo minantly rural. 
They are Alaska, 
the two Dako tas, 
Idaho , Vermo nt, West Virginia, No rth and 
So uth Caro lina, Kentucky , Arkansas and 
Mississippi. 
The march to the cities and their sub­ 
urbs will go o n. So me po pulatio n pro phets 
say that by the y ear 2000 the pro po rtio n o f 
the to tal U.S. po pulatio n liv ing in urban 
centers will rise fro m the present 7 0 per 
cent to abo ut 85 per cent. 
Once, the No rtheast was tho ught o f as 
the so le site o f heav y U;S. urbanizatio n. 
To day , 21 o f the 5 0 biggest cities are west 
o f the Mississippi Riv er. This spread, to o , 
will co ntinue. 
Widely appreciable is the fact that all 
this urban gro wth has bro ught with it 
great pro blems, that generally rural-do m- 
inated state legislatures hav e do ne little to 
help and the cities therefo re hav e turned 
to Washingto n fo r aid. An urban affairs 
department wo uld presumably no t o nly fo r­ 
malize but enlarge that relatio nship. 
It has also been no ted, ho wev er, that cer­ 
tain trends are at wo rk here and there 
amo ng the states which may permit mo re 
urban influence to be ex erted in states cap­ 
itals—with so mewhat diminished depend­ 
ence o n the federal go v ernment. 
No t the least o f these facto rs is the in­ 
creasingly bro ad distributio n o f urban clus­ 
ters within the states, with the result that 
o nce-distinct div isio ns between city and 
co untry are being blurred. 
New Jersey , 
Rho de Island, New Yo rk, Massachusetts 
and Illino is already are mo re than 80 per 
cent urbanized. 
So me theo rists believ e that as this clus­

A SCARED PUBLISHER 


Lord B eaverb rook, a Canadian who has b e­ 
come a leading B ritish newspaper pub lisher, has 
b uilt 
circulation 
b y scaring, himself and 
the 
B ritish people. “The Sunday Ex press” in London 
carried a headline, MM ust We Alway s T ake O rders 
from A m erica?’’ Since the day s of Canning, there 
have b een A m ericans who have asked, “M ust we 
alway s take orders from Great B ritain ?” In fact, 
when W inston Churchill and Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt m aintained a private alliance that eventually 
rescued G reat B ritain from the voraciousness of 
H itler, 
there 
w ere 
Americans who wondered 
w hether Churchill was not governing this country . 
In the article to which I refer appears the 
following: 
“If the Governm ent persists in its present 
course we shall this y ear enter the Common M ar­ 
ket. W hat does this m ean? It means the end of 
Empire, the end of the British Com m onwealth. 
We shall cease to b e an independent country . We 
shall b ecome m em b ers of a European federal ion. 
O ur lives, our job s, our security will depend on 
decisions taken b y others. No doub t we shall pros­ 
per. But no longer according to our own w ill.” 
It is so unfortunate that m any B ritishers do 
not realize tha t the British Empire b egan to dis­ 
appear in W orld W ar I and that; the B ritish peo­ 
ple willingly gave up their Em pire b ecause it was 
too ex pensive to m aintain it, too risky to continue 
to make w ar to prevent it from falling apart. 
Also, the w riter of the “Sunday E x press” article 
forgets that 1he B ritish can no longer depend up­ 
on Asians and A fricans to do their fighting, that 
they would have to depend upon the United 
States, Canada, A ustralia, and New Zealond. 
The B ritish Governm ent is wiser than this 
chauvinistic new spaper, which say s: 
“From the m om ent W inston Churchill came 
to power in 1940 he saw in alliance w ith America 
the key first to survival and then to victory . 
Though he stood up for his own views, in the last 
resort he alway s conform ed to Am erican wishes.” 
The historic fact is that when the United 
States entered upon W orld W ar II, the B ritish 
Em pire was smashed. It was the American fac­ 
tory , the American mine and mill, American dol- 
lais which finally did H itler in. Some B ritishers 
complain that we came in too late; nevertheless 
we rescued B ritain. 
There are m any in this country who shiver 
too, b ut not too m any and actually they do not 
count. When K hrushchev b anged his shoe on the 
United N ations desk, we did not shiver; we 
laughed, we w ere not frightuned. 
It is im portant at this stage that the United 
S tates and G reat B ritain and all the W estern 
W orld unite to stand together in the face of w hat 
is happening to m ankind. Those who b elieve that 
the United S tates cannot afford to ab andon W est­ 
ern Europe are m istaken; the United States, at 
this stage in history , can afford to adopt a po­ 
sition that will give it greater strength b y any 
means possib e. This is not a selfish policy ; it is a 
conception of the W estern World as a unit, to b e 
held together b ecause the preservation of our 
civilization depends upon that. 
The peril to G reat B ritain is that A m ericans 
will take s« riously the sour notes of British 
w riters who do not understand the m iddle of the 
Tw entieth Century . They do not realize that the 
era from Elizab eth I to Elizab eth II has run its 
course and that the E arth has turned on its ax is 
so that the center of power has shifted from the 
N orth A tlantic to the South Pacific and the In ­ 
dian Ocean. 
While the B ritish Em pire was b eing b uilt b y 
b rave men, it was also b eing destroy ed b y the 
course of events against which no man can stand. 
W hen the United S tates was formed in 1776, the

Molotov’s career has b een one 
of intim ate identification w ith 
the ruthlessness of the Stalin 
regime. Yet the tactics of Stalin 
have come in for vehement de­ 
nunciation ever since Feb ruary , 
1956, when Khrushchev at the 
Communist party congress first 
condemned Stalin. It was the 
ingenuity of 
American intelli­ 
gence agents which made pos­ 
sib le in June, 1956, the disclosure 
b y the State Departm ent here 
of the tex t of that speech, which 
up to that tim e had not b een 
made pub lic any where.

Farm Prod notion 


Farm produce raised on the 
County Farm at New Paltz during 
1961 and used in providing food for 
residents at the farm and at the 
Ulster County Infirmary in Kings­ 
ton totaled $20,910.20. 
Estimated value of produce sold 
off the farm was SI.770.12, accord­ 
ing to a report of Walter Kahabka, 
farm advisor to the Department of 
Agriculture and Markets. 
A visit to the 280-acre farm on 
October 11, was made by Kahabka 
for the purpose of inspection and 
making recommendations. 
Termed Economic Asset 
“ This fine production is truly a 
very definite economic asset," he 
states in his report. 
Crops on the approximate 250 
acres of tillable soil which were 
produced during 1961 are: 
Six acre garden—34 acres 
of 
corn of which 12 acres was for 
silage and 23 acres for picking: 4!4 
acres of potatoes; 15Mi acres 
of 
wheat. The balance of the land 
produced hay and pasture crops. 
The farm is enrobed in the Soil 
Conservation program and with 
fairly liberal uses of fertilizer good 
results have been obtained. An 
application of nitrogen during the 
growing season on corn is used. 
Herds 
Maintained 
A herd of 48 Hereford beef cattle 
Is maintained and provides good 
quality meat for the institution. A 
herd of 30 pigs was reported and 
appeared in good condition. The 
piggery was found to be “ very 
clean." 
The report states a flock of 
300 hens is cared for by inmate 
labor and provides fresh eggs 
for the institution. Housing is 
adequate with food lighting and 
“ample waterers and feeders." 
In addition to the vegetables 
used 
fresh 
from 
the 
garden 
3780 No. 10 cans were put up 
for winter use. The potato yield 
was 
“disappointing” 
but 
787 
bushels were harvested from the 
4 'j acres. Heavier fertilization 
is recommended for next year. 
“ Buildings and premises are 
well kept and well painted. Pur­ 
chase of a corn picker is sug­ 
gested. The custom of hiring of 
silo filling is called “more eco­ 
nomical" than owning since only 
about 100 tons of corn is har­ 
vested for silage.

Wonder where

Spent Virus? 
What happens to an influenza 
virus between epidemics? It ap­ 
pears that the virus still travels 
between humans — but incognito. 
At least it may not be recognized 
as influenza. 
Researchers have recovered the 
Asian A2 virus from patients in 
the years since its worldwide epi­ 
demic of 1957—indicating the vi­ 
rus is still around. 
This means that the virus is 
still creating immunity in world 
populations—and because of this 
it could be that the Asian flu has 
spent its epidemic force. 
Viruses March On 
Infectious diseases are often in­ 
fluenced by social forces—and a 
new study indicates that at least 
three 
of 
them — chickenpox, 
mumps and measles—are hitting 
children at younger ages 
than 
they once did. 
These three virus diseases were 
once fairly common among ado­ 
lescents. Now, it appears, 
they 
are occurring largely in the pre­ 
adolescent years. This may be 
due to the increase in the popula­ 
tion. or the fact that people move 
around more now, and live closer 
together. 
One infectious virus is trailing 
this trend, however. This is rubel­ 
la or German measles. It is the 
virus that can cause birth defects 
when it strikes women 
in the 
first three months of pregnancy.

Nowadays to buy a magazine, 
it has to have wild titled articles 
listed on the cover, or pictures. 
Comic books are popular, I feel 
because they are all in pictures, 
short sentences and words. In my 
day, we liked hero stories, like 
Alger, “ Sink or Swim.’’ W e used 
to 
take 
books out 
from 
the 
Kingston City Library, just to 
enjoy 
them, 
not 
always 
for 
school purposes. 
I made up a list of 'books, I 
think I would like to look over, 
and one of them, Arnold Sable, 
director of the Kingston City L i­ 
brary, found immediately, which 
shows, there are many books in 
this library I do not know about. 
This book is 12 by 9 inches, and 
some one inch and a half thick, 
with some 400 pages of pictures. 
It is called “ American Science 
and Invention” by Mitchell W il­ 
son. 
It covers the history of 
America, in a very exciting fash­ 
ion, with copies of original pic­ 
tures and sketches. 
Old times and boatmen will 
enjoy 
the pictures of various 
ship inventions. Whaling, fishing, 
glassblowing are covered in de­ 
tail. Many oddities are shown, 
like, lightning rods for women’s 
hats in 1778 in Paris fashions; a 


sketch of the fossilized bones of 
a mastadon discovered near New­ 
burgh in 1801. They show the 
special large machines built for 
exhuming the remains, in a pic­ 
ture painted by Peale. The Lew­ 
is and Clark expedition is given 
in pictures. Benjamin Franklin 
had suggested a jet 
propelled 
boat to be worked by hand pump 
as he had no faith in steam. Ever 
so many of these events touch 
our Hudson River or New York 
State. 
The Robert Fulton story is 
there as are copies of his au­ 
thentic sketches. So often I have 
been told they did not have his 
sketches of the Clermont, they 
certainly seem to have been re­ 
produced here by Mitchell W il­ 
son, and one can see the Fulton 
signature. He was a fine artist 
to begin with. Strange as it may 
seem, in England young Fulton 
became known as a canal engi­ 
neer. His iron aqueduct, with 
parts cast at the site, were ac­ 
claimed by the Edinburgh En­ 
cyclopedia. His inclined railway 
for raising canal boats to another 
level wfas another Fulton design 
which was actually later built in 
America. Sketches of both Fu l­ 
ton’s patent drawings are given 
in the book. 


The Nautilus was Fulton’s first 
submarine, built for the French 
in 1801. A copy of the signed 
painting by Fulton is shown here, 
with the submarine both on sur­ 
face and submerged. I have never 
read before that, at the time, 
England had placed a strict em­ 
bargo on export of any machin­ 
ery to keep all invention benefits 
for themselves. They would not 
allow trained w o r k m e n and 
craftsmen out of the country 
for fear they would take plans 
out of their country, of English 
machines. 
Only two Boulton and W att 
machines has been allowed to 
leave the country, one to the 
French government for Paris wa­ 
terworks and one to Aaron Burr 
for a water company. It seems 
Fulton did not tell the Boulton 
and W att engineers what he was 
going to use their engine for, but 
anyway he was able to have it 
brought here and later to place 
it in his Clermont, to run on our 
Hudson River. W e know the rest. 
You will not only enjoy this book 
yourself, I am sure you will read 
out loud from it and later quote 
from it. 
how countries fought 
against new inventions, how dis­ 
couraged inventors were from jt 
all.

Past Presidents Attend Opening Festiv ities 


The regu lar monthly meeting of 
the Ju nior Leagu e of Kingston was 
held Monday , Jan. 8, at the Gov ­ 
ernor Clinton Hotel with Mrs. Rob­ 
ert A. Mac Kinnon, president, pre­ 
siding. 
This meeting signified the be­ 
ginning of a y ear-long celebration 
in honor of the 40th anniv ersay of 
the fou nding of the Ju nior Leagu e 
of Kingston. Many of the past- 
presidents attended this opening 
celebration. Fou nded in April 
of 
1922, the local Leagu e has contri­ 
bu ted thou sands of dollars 
and 
v olu nteer hou rs of serv ice to com­ 
mu nity projects. 
The Kingston Ju nior Leagu e was 
originally organized by a grou p of 
civ ic-minded women whose pu r­ 
pose it was to serv e their com­ 
mu nity in v ariou s phases of v olu n­ 
teer serv ice. The charter mem­ 
bers of which there were ten in­ 
clu ded: the Mmes. Wallace Cod- 
wise, Charles Fogg.

On April 29 , 1922 the first official 
meeting was held and the following

Thu s the 
Ju nior Leagu e of Kingston was 
formed and was to become an or­ 
ganization capable of contribu ting 
thou sands of v olu nteer hou rs y ear­ 
ly to ou r commu nity and its v ari­ 
ou s projects. 
The initial efforts of this grou p 
inclu ded su ch welfare projects as 
sewing lay ettes for needy families 
and the operation of a Day Nu r­ 
sery . The ladies also did sewing for 
both hospitals and the Children’s 
Home. A well-baby clinic was start­ 
ed in 19 23 
and 
later 
a 
Little 
Mother’s Clu b was formed which 
assisted in carry ing a program of 
health edu cation into the home. 
Pre-natal clinics were set u p with 
the fu ll cooperation of the Ulster 
Cou nty Medical Society . The need 
and v alu e of its health and wel­ 
fare serv ices 
had 
been 
demon­ 
strated and many of these serv ices 
hav e since been maintained by 
the state or cou nty leav ing the 
Leagu e free to branch ou t into 
other areas where they hav e felt 
the need for v olu nteer serv ices 
ex isted. 
The establishment of a loan 
closet and the produ ction of chil-

dren’s play s were also two of the 
Leagu e’s early endeav ors which 
are still being continu ed today . 
The Loan Closet, which is 26 
y ears old, is one of the most grat­ 
ify ing serv ices and prov ides hos­ 
pital beds, cru tches, wheel chairs 
and walkers to the pu blic free of 
charge. 
In 19 31 
the Hospital Book 
Serv ice w’as set u p and was con­ 
tinu ed for many y ears. This serv ­ 
ice prov ided 
hospital 
patients 
with free reading material. In 
29 47 a program was set u p at the 
City Recreation Center to pro­ 
v ide v olu nteer instru ction 
for 
children in dancing, cooking, tex ­ 
tile-painting and singing with the 
assistance of two paid workers. 
The program prov ed v ery su c­ 
cessfu l and was taken ov er finan­ 
cially by the city in 19 52. A per­ 
manent 
money -making 
project 
was begu n in 19 51 after the 
Women’s Ex change closed and 
the name w’as changed to the 
Ju nior Leagu e Ex change. All tjie 
money which is raised by sales 
in the Ex change mu st be u sed in 
the commu nity to maintain pres­ 
ent projects or to initate new 
ones. 
More recent serv ices of the 
Leagu e inclu de the starting of 
the Children’s Room in the Li­ 
brary in conju nction with a few 
other 
organizations 
and 
still 
maintaining v olnteers there for 
story telling both tor the pre­ 
schoolers and the schoolage chil­ 
dren. In 19 6 0 a reprodu ction of 
a 17 th Centu ry well hou se was 
presented to the Senate Hou se 
Mu seu m. A series of two in­ 
school concerts u nder the direc­ 
tion of Clau de Monteu x of the 
Hu dson Valley Philharmonic O r­ 
chestra were presented in 27 
schools in the area du ring the 
school y ear 19 6 0-19 6 1. 
Today the Ju nior Leagu e of 
Kingston is comprised of 7 5 ac­ 
tiv e women, whose pu rpose is to 
serv e their commu nity as effec­ 
tiv ely as possible throu gh mone­ 
tary contribu tions and v olu nteer 
serv ice. A Ju nior Leagu er mu st 
be between the ages of 18 and 
40 and is requ ired to take a pro­ 
v isional cou rse which inclu des 
the su bjects of health and wel­ 
fare, 
cu ltu ral 
backkgrou nd of 
Kingston, mu nicipal gov ernment, 
indu stry , pu blic hou sing and com­ 
mu nity planning. In addition to 
this each prov isional is requ ired 
to complete many hou rs of v olu n­ 
teer serv ice in the commu nity . As 
an activ e member she mu st serv e 
her commu nity throu gh v olu nteer 
serv ice to maintain her right to 
be a member of 
the Ju nior 
Leagu e. Members of the local 
Leagu e are serv ing in a v olu nteer 
capacity or on the board of al­ 
most ev ery agency in the Kings­ 
ton area. 
The Kingston Leagu e is one of 
19 9 Leagu es with a total mem­ 
bership of ov er 8 1,000 in the 
United States, Canada, Mex ico 
and Hawaii. These Leagu es are 
part of the Association of Ju nior 
Leagu es of America, Inc. and 
each Leagu e striv es constantly 
to u phold
